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CSULB ranks high in number of international students 


Long Beach has seena 
26 percent increase in 
international students.

The number of international stu- 
dents in the U.S. has reached a record 
high with Cal State Long Beach rank- 
ing No. 1 in the Masters Category, 
according to a preview of a report re- 
leased last week. 

The preview of the 2013 Open 
Doors Report on International Educa- 
tional Exchange, which will be fully 
published by the Institute of Inter-

national Education (IIE) in January, 
showed that there were nearly 3,000 
international students at CSULB dur- 
ing the 2012-13 academic year. 

The preview indicated a 7 percent 
increase in international students na- 
tionwide, with a record high of more 
than 800,000 students. 

The number of U.S. students study- 
ing abroad has also increased by 3 per- 


cent to an all-time high of more than 
280,000. 

“We're excited,” said Terrence Gra- 
ham, associate dean and executive 
director-for international programs in 
the College of Continuing and Profes- 
sional Education. “I think that’s great 
for the university, that in the Masters 
[Category], [CSULB] is the No. 1 host 
of international students. We have 


more international students than any 
other university in that category.” 

In comparing CSULB with similar- 
sized and type of universities, CSULB 
was ranked No.1 with an increase of 26 
percent from last year, Graham said. 

Graham said that aside from investing

Three retired Cal State Long Beach

Burns, who is also the exhibit’s cu- 
rator, taught art and art education at 
CSULB for 32 years. Upon retiring, 
though, Burns said she was in need of 
something to focus on. 

“After you retire, you are sitting 
around going like, ‘Okay, the first 
six weeks are fun,’ and then you go, 
‘What am I going to do with the rest 
of my life?’” 

Burns said she reached out to her 
fellow artist friends, including her 
mentor, Crespin, to come up with a 
theme for the exhibit, which she said 
focuses on the “blurred spaces” that 
fall between reality and illusion: 

“Tt’s a pretty broad way of thinking 


and interpretation,” Burns said. “We 
just sort of pulled it together and made 
a show of it.” 

Christjansen, who earned a degree 
in drawing and a master’s degree in 
illustration, said that working on the 
exhibit with her friends was a great 
way to learn techniques from each 
other and receive feedback. 

“This show brought us together, 
and I think seeing the diversity of our 
styles and visions enriches us all,” 
Christjansen said. 

Each artist has a total of five pieces 
on display, and several artists are sell- 
ing postcards printed with the work 
featured in the exhibit. 

Tiscareno said he paints six to eight

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Geography Awareness 
Week kicks off with coffee 


Students taste types 
of coffee from around 
the world.

Students drank cups of freshly 
brewed coffee in Peterson Hall 1 yester- 
day to kick off Geography Awareness 
Week, a week of events meant to spread 
awareness about geography’s various 
aspects. 

The 26th annual geography aware- 
ness week is themed “The New Age of 
Exploration,” and it is intended to pro- 
mote the idea that geography is not just 
about location. 

“Geography is way more than just 


capital cities. It’s the interaction of peo- 
ple all over the world,” said Suzanne 
Dallman, an associate professor and 
undergraduate adviser for the geogra- 
phy department. 

Monday’s presentation was led by 
senior geography major Bret Hartt, who 
addressed the history, cultural implica- 
tions and trade of coffee between dif- 
ferent regions around the world. 

“Coffee means different things to 
people all over the world,” Hartt said. 
“In Turkey, they read the coffee grinds 
on the bottom of the cup to tell the fu- 
ture, and in other places, it could be just 
someone’s favorite flavor of ice cream.” 

During the presentation, students 
tasted three types of coffee, includ- 
ing one from Ethiopia, while Hartt 
explained that history has affected the 
way people drink coffee today, espe- 
cially Americans. 

“Coffee is Americans’ go-to hot bev- 
erage because of the Boston Tea Party 
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more resources into attracting interna- 
tional students, the international pro- 
gram has been more active on recruit- 
ment. 

“We’re taking part in events overseas 
but also talking to a lot of community 
colleges and bringing in international 
students who start their studies there,” 
Graham said. “We recognize the value 
of bringing international students to 
campus, the academic benefits they 
bring [and] the perspectives they bring 
to the classroom.” 

The IIE, a private nonprofit orga- 
nization founded in 1919 and funded 
by the U.S. Department of State since 
1972, published portions of the 2013 
Open Doors Report to kick off last 
week’s International Education Week, 
a joint initiative between the U.S. De- 
partment of State and U.S. Department 
of Education. 

International Education Week is 


held to promote programs that pre- 
pare Americans for a global environ- 
ment and attract future leaders from 
abroad to study, learn and exchange 
experiences in the U.S., according to 
the U.S. Department of State web- 
site. 

CSULB held various internationally 
themed events and activities, including 
an African Cultural Extravaganza on 
Thursday. 

“We need to pay attention to what 
happens there because what happens 
there impacts the rest of the world in 
a very significant way,” CSULB In- 
terim President Donald Para said at 
the event. “[International students] 
enrich the campus and the people on 
this campus.” 

According to the U.S. Department 
of Commerce, international students 
contributed $24.7 billion to the U.S. 
economy in 2012. 

Karen Acosta, an international stu- 
dent from Italy, said higher education in 
Italy can prove to be beyond demand- 
ing. 

“It’s extremely more difficult,”

and the taxation the British had on the 
tea,” Hartt said. “When coffee came 
to the new world, it was cheaper than 
tea, so people drank that instead, and it 
hasn’t really changed.” 

One event will be held each day on 
campus to commemorate geography 
awareness week, including a film screen- 
ing of “Breakwater” Tuesday from 4:45 to 
5:30 p.m. in Peterson Hall 1, Room 222.

6 p.m. The breakwater has created eco- 
logical consequences as it impedes cur- 
rents, said Andy Bradford, president of 
the Geography Student Association. 

The Geography Student Association 
will have a map exhibit in the Liberal 
Arts hallway, the corridor along the LA 
buildings on upper campus, from 9 a.m. 
to 4 p.m. on Wednesday. 

Bradford said the exhibit will feature 


Acosta said. “Unless you’re really good 
at what you want to do, it takes forever 
for people to graduate. Most of the time 
[students] drop out of college because 
it is so hard. Public universities are 
relatively inexpensive, and the private 
ones are expensive, but it’s not about 
the cost; you have to be recommended 
to get in.” 

The driving force behind the in- 
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creased enrollment was mostly due to 
increased recruitment combined with 
the U.S.’s growing reputation abroad, 
according to the report. 

However, the middle class expansion 
overseas and increased partnerships 
with international institutions also 
made an impact, followed by increased 
visa availability and competition for 
top institutions at home, according to

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both thematic and academic maps, in- 
cluding one from the Civil War, to show 
human geography. 

“We want to show the diversity of 
what you can do with geography in 
terms of careers and what kind of stud- 
ies can be performed,” Bradford said. 
“In terms of human behavior, economic 
and environment, all kinds of research 
is being done in this field. We want to 
show that geography is more than just 
street maps.”

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METRANS wins more than 
$6 million in federal grants 


The funding will 

be used to research 
national transportation 
and create student 
research positions.

The METRANS Transportation 
Center, a joint partnership between 
Cal State Long Beach and the Univer- 
sity of Southern California, recently 
received more than $6 million in two 
grants from the United States Depart- 
ment of Transportation. 

Associate Director of CSULB’s 


METRANS Program Tom O’Brien 
said that money from the grants will 
mostly go toward funding research and 
benefit students on both the CSULB 
campus and the USC campus. 

“It allows us to fund students, 
which is really important,” he said. 
“All of the research projects have to 
have significant student research as- 
sistant components, and we will have 
students involved in our outreach and 
training program aspects, so that’s a 
big plus.” 

The first grant from the U.S. De- 
partment of Transportation, called 
Tier 1, gives METRANS $1.4 mil- 
lion per year for two years with a 
50 percent match from Caltrans, 
amounting to $4.2 million for 
METRANS, according to the U.S. 
Department of Transportation’s 
press release. 

O’Brien said he was “pleasantly

surprised” that METRANS was able 
to get both grants. 

“We thought we had a sound pro- 
posal that was competitive, and we 
have a good history in the program, 
but we were not successful on the 
prior cycle, so we were not 100 per- 
cent certain,” O’Brien said. “We just 
knew we had put together a good 
proposal.” 

METRANS is also a member of 
the University Transportation Center, 
a research group that received a grant 
from the U.S. Department of Trans- 
portation. 

METRANS will receive an addi- 
tional $500,000 each year for two years 
with a 100 percent match from non-fed- 
eral sources as part of the second grant, 
according to its press release. 

“We were really pleasantly sur- 
prised to find out that we were the 
recipients of the Tier 1 grant as well 
as being part of the [University of 
California, Davis] grant team, with 
us being part of two major centers,” 
O’Brien said. “We were not sure the 
U.S. Department of Transportation 
was going to fund one university in 
multiple centers.” 
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Georgia Tech, the University of 
Vermont, University of California, 
Riverside, and USC are all members of 
the University Transportation Center, 
which is headed by UC Davis, accord- 
ing to O’Brien. 

The grant will cover research 
projects and outreach to promote 
METRANS’s work, O’Brien said. 

“It goes to outreach, so major events 
that we hold like the annual town hall 
meeting that we hold here on campus 
at Long Beach,” O’Brien said. “We 
cover the cost of that through the grant 
program.” 

An example of a research project 
that the University Transportation 
Center grant will cover is researching 
how better managing port equipment 
can make supply chains more efficient, 
O’Brien said. » 

“The grant allows us to build on 
our logistic programs by offering new 
programs to students on campus as 
well as people within the community,” 
O’Brien said. “So the money goes to 
a range of things, but the majority of 
it is research . . . that gives us a better 
understanding of national transporta- 
tion.” 
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hours a day and finds artistic inspira- 
tion from his reactions to events such as 
9-11, UFO sightings and natural disas- 
ters like tsunamis and tornadoes. 

Christjansen said the beauty of na- 
ture and the love and respect she feels 
for it inspires her artwork. 

“For me it requires intense examina- 
tion and concentration,” she said.

Cartozian, who earned her master’s 
degree in sculpting from CSULB, came 
back to teach drawing on campus for 27 
years. 

“It was so fascinating to me that I 
could learn to draw better and teach 
other people,” said Cartozian, who has 
also taught drawing in Japan, Italy, 
France and other countries. 

The exhibit is on display at The Cen- 
ter through Dec. 29. Admission is free. 
All featured artwork is for sale and a 
portion of the proceeds goes directly to 
The Center. 
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Proposed UC tuition freeze could hurt system in future 


Despite warnings from Gov. Jerry 
Brown, the University of California 
Board of Regents passed a preliminary 
2014-15 spending plan that includes a 
freeze on undergraduate tuition. 

At Thursday’s meeting, the 
Board unanimously passed a 
spending plan that will freeze 
tuition, increase undergraduate 
enrollment and raise employee 
salaries by three percent, according 
to the Los Angeles Times. 

Although he approved the spend- 
ing plan, Brown warned the UC 
about its recent spending habits. 

“The big, bad state is not going 
to bail you out at a rate that is dif- 
ferent from what we are doing,” 
Brown 
said, ac- 
cording 
to the LA 
Times. 
“We are going to have to get into 
concrete trade-offs of how do you 
live within your means.” 

After two consecutive years of 
tuition freezes and the passing of 
Proposition 30, the UC will receive 
a 5 percent increase in state fund- 
ing, which isn’t enough for the UC, 
according to the LA Times. 

The 5 percent increase is part of 
Brown’s four-year plan to steadily in- 
crease funding for the UC, much like 
his plan for the Cal State University. 

According to the Daily Bruin, 
the UC has requested an additional 
$120.9 million from the state.

Although tuition freezes and employee salary increases may be 
beneficial in the short term, we think the UC’s spending plan could 
hurt the 10-campus university system in the future.

Former President John F. Kennedy revolutionized TV debates 


Friday marks the 50th anniversary of the assas- 
sination of former President John F. Kennedy. 

Although he was in office for less than three 
years, the impact Kennedy had on the American 
political system was immeasurable. 

One of Kennedy’s most significant contribu- 
tions to politics arose from the 1960 presidential 
debates. 

By using the medium of television to en- 
hance his candidacy, Kennedy inspired future 
presidential candidates to take seriously the 
importance of looking sharp and calm during 
televised debates. 

Kennedy and his Republican opponent, then- 
Vice President Richard Nixon, squared off in 
several debates on television in late 1960. 

In the first nationally televised presiden- 
tial debate on Sept. 26, 1960, Americans had 
the opportunity see both candidates as they 
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appeared. 

As one might expect, Kennedy appeared dash- 
ing in his well-tailored suit and a tan to go with 
it. Nixon, on the other hand, appeared thin and 
sweaty following his recent trip to the hospital. 

According to CNN, Nixon refused to wear 
makeup offered to him 
by CBS. Instead, makeup 
artists put LazyShave on 
Nixon’s face, which was 
designed to get rid of his 
five o’clock shadow. 

In addition to his gaunt and pale look, Nixon 
suffered tremendously from fidgeting throughout 
the debate. 

When Nixon stood at the podium, viewers 
could see him constantly shift his weight between 
his legs. ; 

Instead of standing straight and upright like 
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Kennedy, Nixon appeared decrepit and old- 
fashioned. 

A highlight of the debate occurred when Ken- 
nedy sharply criticized Nixon and his party. 

“Tt is a fact that through most of these last 25 
years, the Republican leadership has opposed 
federal aid for education and 
medical care for the aging,” 
Kennedy said. 

Even when he had the oppor- 
tunity to speak after Kennedy, 
Nixon appeared to recite his 
words without passion or exuberance. 

Although it remains debatable who actually 
won the debate, it’s clear Kennedy had the upper 
hand by appearing more youthful and lively than 
Nixon. 

The debates of 1960 forever changed the way 
Americans learned about political candidates and 
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their campaigns. 

On radio, it was impossible to discern the body 
or facial movements of political candidates. 

On television, one could see a politician sweat, 
smirk or appear nervous. 

Without his success in the nationally televised 
debates, it’s uncertain whether Kennedy would 
have won the presidency. 

As the anniversary of his assassination ap- 
proaches, it’s important to remember how Ken- 
nedy revolutionized politics. 

The election of 1960 and its reverberations will 
likely resonate for many years to come. 

For better or worse, Kennedy’s masterful use 
of the television debates to his advantage proved 
that the medium is more important than the 
message.

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MPAA should reconsider how it rates current Hollywood films 


The Motion Picture Association of America’s 
(MPAA) standard rating system is meant to be a 
tool to offer an appropriate viewing age for a film 
based on its content. 

So why has the violence depicted in PG-13- 
rated films become three times higher than 
R-rated films? 

A new study released by the scientific journal 
“Pediatrics” focuses on the increase in violence, 
specifically gun violence, in the 30 top-grossing 
films from 1950 to 2012. 

The study reveals that violence in films has 
doubled since 1950, and the number of PG-13 
rated films depicting gun violence has tripled 
since 1985. 

As the United States focuses on gun 
laws, shouldn’t the MPAA focus on stricter 
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standards for simulated violence and gun 
violence? 

There is no doubt that films that are labeled 
PG-13 in 2013 would have been given an R-rating 
in the 80s. 

When “Total Recall” 
was released in 1990, it 
was given an R rating 
while the 2012 remake, 
which depicted the same amount of violence, was 
given a PG-13 rating. 

This is a primary example of why the MPAA 
should reconsider how it evaluates violence in 
films. 

With the technology available nowadays and 
the motivation to create a more realistic film 
experience, the MPAA standards should adapt to 
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the developing film industry. 

Author Daniel Romer told CNN, “We would 
like to see Hollywood go back to labeling mov- 
ies with lots of violence, and gun violence in 
particular, with an R rating, just like they have 
been doing for explicit sex 
all along.” 

This is not to say that a 
film must have zero vio- 
lence or guns to receive a PG-13 rating, but the 
fact that these films contain triple the amount of 
violence than past R-rated films should be cause 
for concern. 

The rating system was initially created to sim- 
plify the film experience, but since then it has lost 
its reliability. The range of movies that fall into 
this category can begin with “Pitch Perfect” and 


end with “Red Dawn.” 

The MPAA should consider creating a new 
rating for films that depict strong violence and 
gun violence or redefine its criteria for PG-13 
movies. 

It is not the responsibility of filmmakers to 
adjust the amount of violence portrayed in films, 
but it’s the responsibility of the MPAA to regulate 
how accessible these films are to the underage 
moviegoers. 

Even though there is no conclusive evidence 
that on-screen violence encourages teen violence, 
shouldn’t the “less is more” principle be applied 
in this situation? 

I think so.

near the doorway. 

Joyce said his exhibit began with 
the central idea of creating a “family 
tree,” and his creations for the exhibit 
expanded from there. 

Each element in the exhibit was care-

Joyce actualized “the bridge” of 
his family tree with interactive pieces 
like the living room scenes and the 
jacket rack. 

Although the Merlino gallery has 
limited space, Joyce was able to open 
up the room and create a spacious 
walk through for his six-piece exhibit. 

The exhibit is laced with a number of 
carefully placed pieces of nostalgia from 

different time periods, including vintage 
furniture pieces; antique cameras and 
army jackets, all with a story to tell. 

Joyce’s exhibit is on display this 
week at the Merlino Gallery in the Fine 
Arts buildings until Thursday.

49ers in position for big 2014 season

They say that good things come to 
those who wait. Well, after patiently 
watching the Long Beach State men’s 
water polo team make a slow rise in the 


rankings over the past six years, 49er fans” 


can rest easy knowing that the program’s 
best days are just beyond the horizon. 

Coming off of a surprise fifth-place 
finish in 2012, the 49ers began the 2013 
season with ambitions of repeating their 
strong finish from a year before. 

However, with senior Dan Matulis 
redshirting because of the ailing effects 
of post-shoulder surgery and senior Nick 
Rascon red shirting as well, the ‘Niners 
were left with two key players absent from 
their roster. 

LBSU (19-11, 1-6 Mountain Pacific 
Sports Federation) has maintained solid 
play throughout this season, but with 
only one regular season game remaining 
against top-ranked Pacific, the 49ers have 
yet to add a second win to their confer- 
ence record. 

The bad news for the ‘Niners is that 
their level of play hasn’t reached the high 
level necessary to knock off a top-five 
team. : 

Whether their opponent be Pacific, 
Southern California, UCLA, Stanford or 
California, the ‘Niners have struggled to 
keep pace with the fast, counter-attack of- 
fenses that the top teams are capable of. 

The 49ers’ current depth chart cannot 
adequately replace a tired Devin Mefford 
or an injured Nolan McConnell at the 
moment, giving head coach Gavin Arroyo 
no other option but to limit the majority of 
his squad’s rest time. 

The good news, though, is that the good 
news far outweighs the bad news. Just the 
simple addition of Rascon and Matulis 
back into next year’s lineup will create 
two new threats that LBSU will have in 
its arsenal. Rascon and Matulis will ulti- 
mately look to pick up where they left off 
in 2012, but regardless of where they fall 
into place, their sheer presence will bode 
well for the “Niners. 

LBSU will sorely miss the strong pres- 
ence that senior Carter Taylor brings to

the pool, but the reality is that the “Niners 
should feel lucky that they’re losing only 
Taylor. 

For the ‘Niners, their future success 
will be anchored in their youth. 

Sophomores like McConnell, Zacchary 
Kappos, Ricardo Guimares, Dimitrios 
Lappas and Conner Reilly are key com- 
ponents of LBSU water polo and have 
received valuable experience in handling 
adversity this year. Kappos has an arm 
that rivals any of the best shooters in the 
nation. Lappas and Guimares bring high 
water polo IQ to the team, and Reilly’s 
strength combined with lefthander Mc- 
Connell’s consistency will make LBSU a 
force to be reckoned with. 

Of course, who could forget sophomore 
goalkeeper Pavo Ljepopio? Ljepopio is the 
glue that holds the ‘Niners together. His 
average of nine saves per game doesn’t 
even begin to speak to the quality of play 
he consistently brings to the pool. His 
maturity for a sophomore and ability to 
fire his teammates up is invaluable. 

Then, there’s the seniors-to-be in 
Mefford and Milos Vrzic, who will add 
experience and leadership to the squad. 
Vrzic will remain a threat in LBSU’s 
perimeter shooting game, and Mefford’s 
knack for being able to create something 
out of nothing will come in handy when 
all else fails. 


Finally, there’s the master in command 
himself: Arroyo. Arroyo is a two-time 
coach of the year with an acute aware- 
ness of what it takes to succeed in NCAA 
Division I water polo. Arroyo’s will to 
reshape LBSU into a top-ranked water 
polo program is evident. 

The 49ers’ best finish in Division I 
water polo came in 2001 under the coach- 
ing of Rick Azevedo, when LBSU finished 
fourth. Arroyo will undoubtedly be look- 
ing to top that result in his tenure, and that 
result may come sooner than expected. 

Top-ranked programs like USC, UCLA, 
Cal and Stanford will always remain in the 
elite category. But just as a team like Pa- 
cific, who has climbed to the current No.1 
spot in the nation after being regarded as a 
lackluster program in the past, has fought 
to the:top, so too will LBSU. Entrance 
into the top five will only help attract top 
recruits to LBSU and breed championship- 
worthy teams for years to come. 

The final stages of the 2013 NCAA wa- 
ter polo season are all but set, and a fifth 
place finish, while completely possible, 
seems unlikely for LBSU. The 49ers, 
however, will be regarded as a top-three 
team in the nation in 2014. They'll be a 
team that will not just be looking to win 
but one that will succeed in achieving a 
result that’s never been obtained before in 
the program’s history.
